Unmarried couples find that living together— and a degree— make a rich combination

llie couple is part of a growing segment of 
American couples who choose to cohabit— and 
a new report from the Pew Research Center, 
released Monday, says financially, those couples 
are making out like bandits compared with their 
married and single counterparts. 

Not only are there more of them today— the 
number of cohabiting couples has doubled since 
the 1990s, according to Pew analysis of Cen- 
sus numbers— but they make more money than 
other segments of college graduates* 

The median household income for college-ed- 
ucated cohabiting couples, ages 30 to 44, in 2009 


was $106,400, compared with $101,160 for their 
married counterparts. College-educated adults 
without live-in partners had a median household 
income of $90,067, according to the study, which 
considered only opposite-sex couples. 

“We havener necessarily combined our income 
together, but what weVe doing is working,” Alar- 
shall said. 

“Working” in more ways than one: Among the 
college-educated, the study said, in 78 percent of 
cohabiting couples, both partners had jobs. For 
college-educated married couples, only 67 per- 
cent were in two-earner marriages. 

The report^s findings fly in the face of conven- 
tional wisdom that says married people have it 
better economically than their unmarried coun- 
terparts* 

“When we started writing this report, we 
thought that people who were married, and not 
those just living with each other, would be better 


off But that^s not the case,” said DWera Cohn, 
the study' s co-author. 

'I'he key is a college degree, Cohn said. 

Cohabiting couples without college educa- 
tions typically fare worse than comparably edu- 
cated married couples and are on par with the 
economic means of an adult living without a 
partner, the study said. 

“When college-educated adults live by 
themselves, they supply a much larger in- 
come— 88 percent— of the household than 
any other group,” Cohn said. (Most adults 
who don^t have opposite-sex partners live 
with other adults or children, according to the 
Pew report.) “If youVe a single person, much if 
not all of this household income is from your 
earnings* But if you’re living with someone 
else, that means there’s two earners, so there’s 
the potential to increase the earnings and take 
some of the burden off you.”

Riders of these routes should be used to detours. The first stage of 
the project, the closure of Wacker Drive between Randolph and Wash- 
ington streets, began in January and affected 13 of those bus routes.

A federal jury Monday convicted Rod Blago- 
jevich of sweeping corruption, putting an 
end to a tragicomic legal and political dra- 
ma that brought down Illinois’ showy and 
would-be populist former governor. 

In its loth day of deliberations, the 
ii-woman, one-man jury convicted Blago- 
jevich of several shakedown attempts, in- 
cluding allegations that he brazenly tried to 
sell President Obama’s old U.S. Senate seat 
in 2008. The decisive verdict came less than 
a year after the first jury to hear the case 
found him guilty of one criminal charge but 
deadlocked on the rest. 

The new jury had no such reservations, 
finding Blagojevich guilty on ii criminal 
counts related to the Senate seat and six 
counts involving fundraising shakedowns of 
a hospital executive and racetrack owner. 

The verdict could lead to a lengthy prison 
term for Blagojevich, normally a hard-to- 
silence talking machine who defied legal 
convention after his arrest and kept a high 
media profile. But Monday, as he left court 
with his wife, Patti, Blagojevich was nearly 
tongue-tied. 

“I, frankly am stunned,” said Blagojevich, 
who was barred after the verdict from trav- 
eling outside northern Illinois without court 
permission. “There’s not much left to say 
other than we want to get home to our little 
girls and talk to them and explain things to 
them and try to sort things out.” 

The outcome of the retrial provides vindi- 
cation for U.S. Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald, 
who famously held a news conference after 
Blagojevich’s 2008 arrest to say investigators 
had stopped a “political corruption crime 
spree” and that the misconduct would make 
Abraham Lincoln roll over in his grave. 


DOING THE TIME 

On paper at least, former Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich could be sentenced to as many 
as 300 years in prison following his convic- 
tion Monday on 17 counts of corruption. But 
how much does he really face? Seasoned 
criminal-defense attorneys and former 
prosecutors consulted by the Tribune esti- 
mate Blagojevich could be looking at about 
10 years, based on recent public corruption 
sentences here. The sentence could take 
months to formulate. 

“This is a bittersweet moment,” Fitzger- 
ald said, harkening to the 2006 federal con- 
viction of Blagojevich’s predecessor, George 
Ryan. “Five years ago another jury sent an- 
other message that corruption in Illinois is 
not tolerable. Gov Blagojevich did not get 
that message.” 

The implications of the verdict for Il- 
linois’ scandal-plagued political system are 
less clear. Blagojevich once fancied himself 
presidential material, but even before his 
December 2008 arrest, his popularity with 
voters had dropped to record low levels, and 
he found himself a pariah in his own Demo- 
cratic party He was impeached and removed 
from office soon after his arrest. 

Coupled with the lone guilty count from 
last summer’s trial, Blagojevich now has 
been convicted of 18 counts of wire fraud, 
bribery, attempted extortion, conspiracy 
and lying to the FBI. 

The new jury voted to find Blagojevich 
not guilty of one bribery count involv- 
ing an alleged fundraising shakedown of 
a road-building executive. The panel also 
deadlocked on two other counts, one also 
involving the road builder and the other 
concerning an alleged 2006 fundraising 


shakedown of then-U.S. Rep. Rahm Eman- 
uel, now Chicago’s mayor. 

In his first trial, Blagojevich declined to 
testify but changed tactics for the retrial and 
took the stand for seven days. One juror said 
she found Blagojevich “personable” and said 
his likability complicated deliberations, but 
another said the panel found the testimony 
“manipulative” and that Blagojevich’s words 
didn’t help his case. 

“I think our verdict shows we did not be- 
lieve it,” she said. 

Blagojevich had little visible reaction in 
court as the first guilty count was read, but 
then he sat back in his chair with his lips 
pursed and glanced toward his wife after the 
first three counts were all guilty 

He eventually mouthed the words “I love 
you” toward his wife, who was in the first 
row crying and leaning on her brother. Mo- 
ments after the jury left the room, Blagojev- 
ich embraced her and cradled her head, tell- 
ing her it would be all right. 

From the start, the case against Blagojev- 
ich had a heavy overlay of political intrigue, 
with the names of prominent national lead- 
ers drawn repeatedly into testimony and 
evidence. Chief among those was Obama, 
whose old U.S. Senate seat was the focus 
of the marquee charges in the case. When 
Obama was elected president in November 
2008, Blagojevich held the sole authority 
under Illinois law to name a successor, and 
prosecutors argued that he tried to leverage 
that power to cash in for himself 

After Obama’s friend Valerie Jarrett 
withdrew from consideration, Blagojevich 
angled to hand the Senate post to U.S. Rep. 
Jesse Jackson Jr. in exchange for $1.5 million 
in donations promised by Jackson support- 
ers.

The jurors who found former Gov Rod 
Blagojevich guilty of federal corruption 
charges Monday said they deliberated me- 
thodically and began with the presump- 
tion that he was innocent. 

But in the end, federal recordings of 
Blagojevich’s conversations with former 
aides, advisers and political fundraisers 
persuaded them he was guilty of most of 
the charges. 

“We felt that it was very clear that he 
was making a trade for the Senate seat,” 
said one juror, a female teacher who said 
when she was being questioned for jury 
service that she thought politics was dirty 
business. 

All 12 jurors agreed to meet with report- 
ers Monday One said they agreed to do so 
because they hoped the media would re- 
spect their privacy later. U.S. District Judge 
James Zagel said he would release the ju- 
rors’ names Tuesday morning. 

Asked about their reaction to Blagojev- 
ich’s testimony the jurors agreed he was 
likable and saw him in human terms. “I 
think because he was personable it made 
it hard to separate that from what we ac- 
tually had to do as jurors,” said one juror, a 
computer programmer. 

Personable or not, the juror who is a 
female teacher said of Blagojevich’s testi- 
mony: “I honestly thought at times it was 
manipulative.” 

The jurors said they approached their 
task methodically dealing with each 
scheme separately The Senate seat allega- 
tions were the easiest, although jurors were 
divided on some of the counts at one point 
because of the tapes, they said. 

“There were several times we had to vote 
and revote and listen to the tapes and go 
through all our notes,” one juror said. 

The real drama in the case began, said 
the juror who is a computer programmer, 
when lead prosecutor Reid Schar stood up 
to begin cross examining Blagojevich and 
said “you are a convicted liar” referring to 
Blagojevich’s conviction of lying to investi- 
gators after his first trial. 

“That scared us all to death,” the juror 
said, laughing. “We were so nervous after 
that little segment of the trial. We were 
unanimous on that one. The trial up until 
then had not been very dramatic ... until he 
came out and did that.”

The surveillance video, captured by a camera 
at a nearby business, shows the pedestrian walk- 
ing east on the north side of Illinois Street as the 


cab, also eastbound on Illinois, crosses Columbus 
Drive. The cab appears to pass a car on its left just 
after the intersection, then veers north across the 
one-way street before hitting the man and the ga- 
rage. 

Since 1988, Ofori has been convicted for three 
traffic violations, two for making improper turns 
and another for improper lane use, according to 
Cook County court records. During that time he 
has been issued nearly 30 traffic tickets for a variety 
of infractions, records show 

Chinetta Jefferson, 40, who works at a nearby 
parking lot, said she heard screeching tires and ran 
out of her attendant booth. She then saw the taxi 
speeding down Illinois Street and swerve into the 
man on the sidewalk. 

“You can be walking and in an instant your life is 
gone,” she said.

Russia 

MOSCOW Russian scientists 
expect humanity to encoun- 
ter alien civilizations within the 
next two decades, a top Russian 
astronomer said Monday 

“The genesis of life is as inevi- 
table as the formation of atoms. 
... Life exists on other planets and 
we will find it within 20 years,” 
Andrei Finkelstein, director of 
the Russian Academy of Sciences’ 
Applied Astronomy Institute, 
was quoted by the Interfax news 
agency as saying. 

Speaking at an international 
forum dedicated to the search for 
extraterrestrial life, Finkelstein 
said 10 percent of the known 
planets circling suns in the galaxy 
resemble Earth. 

If water can be found there, 
then so can life, he said, adding 
that aliens would most likely re- 
semble humans with two arms, 
two legs and a head. 

“They may have different color 
skin, but even we have that,” he 
said.

Commission may constitutionally enforce its policies on “fleeting expletives” and nudity on TV pro- 
grams, both live and scripted. 


□ WASHINGTON The government cannot 
ban the sale or rental of violent video 
games to minors because it would violate free- 
speech rights, the U.S. Supreme Court said 
Monday in its first ruling in a video game case. 

By a 7-2 vote, the high court struck down a 
California law, which also imposed strict vid- 
eo game labeling requirements, as unconstitu- 
tional. It said video games, like books, plays 
and movies, deserve free-speech protection. 

The ruling was a victory for video game 
publishers, distributors and sellers, including 
the Entertainment Software Association. Its 
members include Disney Interactive Studios, 
Electronic Arts, Microsoft and Sony Com- 
puter Entertainment America. 

The trade association hailed the ruling as 
a “historic and complete win” for free-speech 
rights and “the creative freedom of artists and 
storytellers everywhere.” 

“Today the Supreme Court affirmed what 
we have always known— that free-speech 
protections apply every bit as much to video 
games as they do to other forms of creative 
expression like books, movies and music,” 
said Michael Gallagher, the association’s pres- 
ident. 

The U.S. video game industry makes about 
$10.5 billion in annual sales. More than two- 
thirds of U.S. households include at least one 
person who plays video games, according to 
industry statistics. 

“Before video games came cheap novels 
depicting crime ... motion pictures, comic 
books, television and music lyrics— all of 
which were blamed by some for juvenile de- 
linquency,” Justice Antonin Scalia said.

Chicago owes an apology 
to traded Blackhawks 
player Brian Campbell 

The way people are 
celebrating Brian 
Campbell being 
traded (I can only 
assume by chugging 
soup), you’d think he 
was hockey’s Milton 
Bradley 

But few players in 
Chicago were more 
harshly and improp- 
erly treated than 
Campbell. And while 
everyone is celebrat- 
ing his exile to the 
Florida Panthers, 
basically the Alca- 
traz of the NHL, I 
think we’re going to find out how good Brian 
Campbell is next season when he’s not wear- 
ing a Blackhawks sweater anymore. 

Granted, dumping his contract was noth- 
ing short of a miracle. The talent the Hawks 
bring in will be nowhere near Campbell’s. But 
the talent was never the problem. Fans acted 
as if they were paying Brian Campbell 
$7.1 million a year out of their own pockets. 
And really, 7.1 million goals was the only way 
they would have been happy with him. 

You can’t blame Campbell for taking an 
insane contract from a man of questionable 
financial judgment (who subsequently re- 
acquired him). Anyone would have done the 
same. Let’s face it. Fd take $7.1 hundred to do 
pretty much anything. Yet we blamed him for 
not living up to the contract when he was be- 
ing thrown money like it was chocolate coins. 

Campbell was set up to fail. On many 
teams he’d be on the top line, but his con- 
tract made it seem like the Hawks were pay- 
ing huge money to a reserve. And through all 
the verbal abuse he took from the fans, you 




BLACKHAWKS DEAL KOPECKY 

Florida general manager Dale Tallon picked 
up another of his former players Monday, 
dealing a seventh-round draft pick in either 
2012 or 2013 to the Blackhawks in exchange 
for right winger Tomas Kopecky. 

On Friday, Tallon acquired Blackhawks 
defenseman Brian Campbell. In exchange 
for Kopecky, the Hawks will get either 
Florida’s 2012 pick (which is conditional 
to the Nashville Predators) or, if that’s not 
available, the 2013 pick.
